Bobby Says U.S. Has Gone Limit 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (UP1) — 1

Kennedy, in a 45-minute ques­ 
tion and answer period with the 
labor leaders, said U.S. policy on 
the dispute was to “ try to get it 
resolved—resolved 
quickly 
and 
peacefully." 
"We 
have been friends with 
Holland for a long, long time," 
Kennedy said, "and we intend to 
continue as friends. We fought as 
allies in World War II and we 
have boys buried there." 
Despite that friendship, Kennedy 
said, "the United States led the 
struggle for independence of In­ 
donesia 
more 
than 
any 
other 


■country in the world. Through all 
our history we have held for self 
government of people and self-de­ 
termination.” 
He said the West New Guinea 
dispute was a "struggle between 
two very close friends and we 
want to try to settle it peacefully 
We are doing our best to help

Floods Take Toll 
In the past, flood w aters roar­ 
ing out of Tachevah have resulted 
in damage to homes as distant 
from the canyon as Ramon Road. 
Included in the plans are a 48- 
foot dam in Tachevah, conduits to 
lead the water to the head of the 
B a r i s t o Creek channel f r o m 
whence it 
will 
flow 
diagonally 
across Section 14 to the Tahquitz 
Creek channel and out into the 
desert. 
Baristo Creek channel will start 
near Alejo Road, fed bv conduits 
from the dam west of Palm Can­ 
yon Drive, and will average five 
feet in depth and be from 12 to 
16 feet wide at the bottom. 
Bryant believes the Federal gov­ 
ernment's share of the project’s 
cost — $1.1 million — will be in­ 
cluded in the next y e ar’s budget. 
State Department of 
Water 
Re­ 
sources is expected to appropriate 
$600,000 for rights-of-way and utili­ 
ty relocations, a $100.000 bond is­ 
sue and $400,000 in property taxes 
over a period of three years. 
The channel will be about one 
mile in length.

The dyed - In - the - wool Palm Springs 
booster and desert enthusiast has always 
“thought big*. 
His ideas have always been large ones. 
Some skeptics have been inclined to call 
them grandios. His vision is far-reaching. 
Therefore, what he foresaw for Palm Springs 
*nd the Desert Empire sometimes took a 
long time before imitation. 
Many people called his prophecies and 
ambitions plans “wild ideas* at the time. 
They are now coming to pass Perhaps the 
reason it has taken such a long time for 
some of them is because they were so big. 
Some of the id, as he had for Palm 
Springs and the desert area were first broach­ 
ed as long as three decades ago. Others have 
run well over a quarter of a century. But 
one by one and at even a faster gait, they 
are assuming definite shape today. 
Consider the Palm Springs Tramway. 
T hat became a topic of lively discussion 27 
years ago. It was forgotten by scores during 
the intervening years and those who remem­ 
bered it almost gave up hope. Not all of them 
though, and todav the Tramway is under 
construction. Everything points to its com­ 
pletion on schedule. 
W e and our guests will be taking the 
swift comfortable ride up the east wall of 
our protecting mountains within less than 
a year and one half. 
They first started puttering around with 
golf here more than 32 years ago. There 
were visions then of a string of golf courses 
across the desert but most people said that 
it couldn’t be done. The first course built 
here, ODonnell’s, was lucky, they said. Lush 
golf courses in the desert were practically 
impossible. But a few had the faith. And 
now there are 15 famed golf courses in the 
Desert Empire, which well deserves the title 
“W inter Golf Capital of the World." 


There has been talk for 20 years of 
straightening and widening Highway 111 
from Palm Springs south and east and also 
north and west. It took a long time and the 
planners often heard that the project wasn’t 
needed. No one will sav that now and the 
state has announced that the first phase 
of the project to the east will start this year. 
Construction is already under way on High­ 
way 111, Palm Canyon Drive, north of Palm 
Springs to extend the divided highway 
there. 
And there is talk of action this year on 
another project of the late 20s — a scenic 
road up Palm Canyon. 
When the city acquired the old Field 
Club years ago and it subsequently became 
the Polo Grounds, many shook their heads 
in disbelief and said we were taking over 
a “white elephant.” And they scoffed louder 
when ambitious plans to entice a major 
league club here for spring training were 
talked. 
It can never be done, they said. Not 
enough people here to support it, too big 
for us, foolish. 
One week from today the Los Angeles 
Angels of the American League club opens 
its second annual spring training season at 
the Polo Grounds. Sports pages of The Des­ 
ert Sun and the metropolitan press have been 
full of news of the Angels. 
Tire scoffers who once said this area 
would never attract a Major League base­ 
ball team have been stilled. And the program 
is getting larger and will continue to grow 
each year. 
Eventually, the big ideas of our en­ 
thusiastic boosters pan out. It may take some 
time. But, as noted, that’s probably because 
they were so big. 
The men and women who 'thought big" 
weren’t visionary. They had vision.

M ost o f them Seem to be Here 


How was that traffic jam today? Feel 
just a little crowded stopping and going In 
the heavy flow of automobiles? 
There’s a reason. 
In Sacramento, Alan Cranston reported 
that, as of the close of the year, there were 
88 motor vehicles to the mile of road in Cal­ 
ifornia. That’s two more per mile than there 
were the year before. 
Those are probably the pair that stuck 
you for that extra ten minutes it took to get 
through town. 
Total number of automobiles in the 
state last year was 8,943,165 — 319,294 more 
than the year before. He reported there are 
31.599 miles of streets in the cities of the 
state and 69,838 miles in the counties. 
And if you want to know where your 
gasoline tax and the traffic fines, if any, 
you paid goes, total expenditures by cities 
and counties on local streets and roads was 
$318.665.842, or 8.9 per cent more than the 
year before. 
These figures, on the number of auto­ 
mobiles and the number of miles they travel 
on our vast network of highways, are respon-

sible for a set of contradictory figures — 
California tops the other states in the num­ 
ber of traffic fatalities, 3838 persons last year, 
but is also one of the safest states in the 
number of deaths per hundred million miles 
of travel. 
The rapid increase 
in 
the number 
of motor vehicles brought about another 
change. Some of the new automobile license 
plates, originally scheduled for issuance at 
the start of 1963, will show up this fall, the 
present yellow on black plates are running 
out too fast. 
Getting back to that report of 88 cars 
per mile of streets in California — if that 
is correct, there are some mighty quiet miles 
in the state. 
On any weekend you just know that 
there are more than 88 to the block in Palm 
Springs. At least, it seems that way.

C ongress to su rren d er its con­ 
stitu tio n ally - provided control ov­ 
e r o u r tariff stru ctu re. This re ­ 
q u est w as justified by the claim 
th a t w e m ust in crease ou r for­ 
eign tra d e . 
A g en e ra l low ering of our ta r­ 
iffs w ould have sev eral im portant 
b eneficial effects fo r the A m eri­ 
can people. F irst, c o n s u m e r s 
w ould b e presen ted w ith a w ider 
v a rie ty o f goods a t low ei prices. 
Second, if w e c«n sto p our infls- 
tion (th is will be difficult, con­ 
sidering th e p resen t occupant of 
th e W hite H ouse), o u r balance of 
p ay m en ts deficit w ould be d e­ 
creased . Third, ou r econom y and 
th e econom ies of the countries 
w ith w hich we tra d e would he 
strengthened. 
In addition, it has been ad e­ 
q u ately dem onstrated by prom in­ 
ent econom ists, such as Prof. H. 
H azlitt o f Colum bia, th a t the em ­ 
p loym ent level in th is country will 
not be effected by a gradual re­ 
duction in tariffs.

NEW YORK (UP!) - Back in 
1914, a young chap named Nathan 
H. Daraky acquired a amall soft 
drink bottling plant 
in Young»- 
town, Ohio, got a horse and wag­ 
on, and began selling soft drinks 
store to store. 


Today, that essentially one-man 
enterprise has grown to one with 
franchises and plants in five me­ 
tropolitan centers, the horses and 
wagons long since have given way 
to truck fleets whose efficiency is 
carefully watched, and it h as a 
listing on a securities exchange 
Yet. according to Julius Darsky. 
54. son of the founder and now 
president of what has becom e the 
American fteveraee C o r p ., 
the 
soft 
drink 
bottling 
business in 
most communities never h as lost 
its essentially home-town charac 
ter. 


D arsky came here shortly after 
announcement that his f¡-m had 
signed an agreement with P epsi­ 
Cola to take over its plant and 
franchise m the growing Miami 
area, w here population is moving 
rapidly toward a million. H is fa­ 
ther, 
now 
80, 
lives 
at 
Miami 
Beach and 
is chairman 
of 
the 
board. 


Darsky emphasized that the suc­ 
cessful 
bottling and distributing 
operations of today, in any com­ 
munity, must he progressive and 
possessed of all the modern know 
how that is essential in any com­ 
petitive field, right from the time 
the bottles are filled at the plants 
to the tim e thev come back empty. 


“ But soft drink bottlers. T like 
to feel, have shown that th ey are 
business 
democracy in 
action,” 
Darsky said. “ In most towns, they 
still are locally-operated. T hey do 
tiieir financing locally, and they 
retain a sort of grass-roots char­ 
acter. They fee! the pulse of their 
own public quickly—they m ust, to 
stay in business."
